A short time ago I wanted to sequester a 
few- 


thousand dollars in gold so that I could feel 
that I was saving something for my old age, 
and I applied at the bank for twenty-five or 
thirty thousand dollars worth of coins. When 
you merely have a bank account, all you have 
is a lot of figures. When you have the result 
of these figures in the old kick, you have mon- 
ey. When you have nothing but figures in the 
bank and you happen to lose these figures, you 
are sunk. As far as investments are concerned, 
I tried some of those, too. A couple of those 
things blew up on me last year and I lost not 
only the principal but the interest. When I have 
none of these investments, the most I can pos- 
sibly lose is the interest which is good finan- 
cing, if I say so myself. 


When a man is living in a large city and has 


eight or ten children, he does not have to look 
for investments. They just seem 
to come to 


him without any'solicitation. 


Well, the banker told me I could have this 


gold money on certain conditions. "Can you 
swear that you arc an American citizen?" he 
asked. 


"I can swear that I am a citizen of Sweden 


or Finland if it will help me get the dough," I 
replied. 


"Can you swear that you will not take this 


gold money out of the country or send it out?" 
he asked. 


"Yes," I said. "I almost never go to New 


Jersey, anyhow." 


"Now," he said solemnly, "are you going to 


hoard this money?" 


"Well," I said, "I am not going to give it 


away and that is the safest bet that you can 
make." 


"Are you gong- to hoard it?" he insisted. 
"I am going to save it," I replied. 
"Well, that is the same thing, and hoarding 


money is against the law. Hoarding gold coin 
is a serious offense. 


"But," I asked, "if I cannot save this money, 


what can I do with it? It is my money. I have 
earned it and I am entitled1 to it. Do I have to 
work all my life for a set of figures and never 
see any money?" 
. "Well, if you spend this gold money as soon 
as you get it, and do not hoard it, you can have 
it and you will not be busting any law." 


"Well, if I have got to 'spend it I'll do so, 


but I'll have a chance to feel of it once, any- 
how," I agreed. 


"There is only one slight additional condi- 


tion," he said. "Have you enough on deposit in 
this bank to cover this withdrawal of gold?" 


"No," I said. "Candor prompts me to confess 


that I have not." 


"Weil, then," he said, "the other conditions 


I have named do not count. .You arc welcome 
to hoard all the gold you can get out of me." 


So it is that all these trdubesome little fig- 


nancial matters settle themselves. We worry 
about a great many unnecessary problems.

Citizenship Act. It was introduced 
in the House of Representatives by 
Congressman 
Cable 
of 'Lima, O. 


The measure received the signature 
of 
President 
Harding, Sept. 22, 


This new law 
means 
personal 


citizenship for women. 
Although 


it was enacted primarily as a wo- 
men's measure, its passage is of 
vital interest to the great class of 
men, 
married or to be married who 


are now freed 
from 
the 
harden, 


privilege, and responsibility oil the 
citizenship of their present or fut- 
ure wives. 


A woman may now hold her citi- 


zenship m her own name just as 
snc can her bank account. 


The new law has two fundamen- 
tal provisions. 


First, an American woman does 


not lose her citizenship by marry- 
ing an alien as formerly. 


Second, a woman, the wife of an 


alien who becomes naturalized, does 
not automatically become an Am- 
erican citizen through her hus'ba'nd's 
act, as was the case previously. 


^ihe United States is, at present 


a;one in this departure, as other 
leading countries maintain the in- 
ternational law which decides that 
the citizenship of the husband gov- 
erns that of his wife and children, 
in other words, the nation which'' 
.las the subject, claims jurisdiction 
over his family. 


Previous to this new independent 


citizenship law, our uwri Geraldinc 
Farrar, though continuing to live 
sing, and act in this country, be- 
came a foreign citizen when she 
married the French actor, Lou fel- 
Ijgen. 
Similarly, a young woman 


lawyer wno has never been outside 
this country, was refused admission 
to the bar as an "alien" not long 
ago, because she had married a Ca- 
nadian, 


The Cable Act, or 
Independent 


Citizenship Act, restores American 
citizenship to more than 5,000 wo- 
men, including 1G5 who.hav e mar- 
ried titles.

overnment, was a citizen by the 
nere act of marriage. 


Although the law provides that 


American women do not lose citi- 
zenship by marriage to aliens, it 
.Iso states that these alien hus- 
>ands must 'be eligible, to American 
citizenship. 
Under certain condi- 


tions, individuals are 
denied this 


eligibility and marriage 
to 
such 


persons forfeits the right of women 
o be American citizens. 


The new law, also, has no influ- 


ence over the 
citizenship 
status 


vhich may have been acquired by 
v.iy woman before its passage. 


In the case of two 
aliens who 


narry, the husband may become 
laturalizcd, but the wifc' still re- 
nains an 'alien until she herself 
akes measures to become p.n Am- 
rican citizen. 


If her husband is already a citi- 


zen or is naturalized after 'the pas- 
sage of the law, Sept. 22,1922, she 
need not make a declaration of in- 
tention and is required to reside in 
the United States only one year 
immediately preceding the filing of 
her petition. 


When a hus'band neglects or does 


not wish to be naturalized, an alien 
wife may become an American in 
her own rights, but the non-citizen- 
ship status of the husband makes 
it. necessary for her to give a de- 


I claration of intention and to reside 
! five years within the United States. 


I 
Single alien women are not 
af- 


fected by this law. They must con- 
trive, as in the past, to file declar- 
ations, and petitions for ihe pur- 
pose of becoming naturalized. 


Any woman who lost her citizen- 


ship by marriage prior to Sept. 22, 
1922, 
may regain it by naturaliza- 


tion in the usual way 
-with 
the 


omission of the decla'ration of in- 
tention and the minimum require- 
ment of residence in the United 
States of one year preceding the 
filing of her petition. 


The. 
ways by which women lose 


citizenship are few. Marriage to 
an alien ineligible to the privilege 
of American rights, is one closed 
door, as \ve have already learned. 
A second is formal renunciation of 
citizenship before a 
court 
having 


jurisdiction over the nationality of 
aliens. 
A third 'barrier is met if 


marriage to an alien takes an Am- 
erican woman abroad for two years 
to a country in which her husband 


Feed the Birds 


By A. E. FREDERICK

aOur birds are among our best friends the 


year round. Many of them spend the winter 
with us, and many suffer and die in times of 
heavy snow from lack of feed. Feeding them 
is not only an act of mercy, but a profitable one. 
as well. 


It is claimed that the birds of our country 


save to agriculture alone one hundred million 
dollars annually. It is also claimed that within 
six years all forms of vegetation on the earth 
wouM be destroyed by bugs ar.d insects if we 
were without 'birds. Their preservation, there- 
fore, is a matter of great importance. 


It is not a difficult task to throw crumbs, 


pieces of meat and bread, and sweepings from 
barn and granary floors where they may be 
found 'by the birds. It is well to hang up the 
larger particles of food so that they cannot be 
covered by the snow. Birds readily pick at bones 
and pieces of suet and fat meat fastened' to 
trees by wire. They also like cracked rice, mixed 
bird seed, cracked corn, hemp seed, nuts and 
sunflower seeds. Food boxes may be nailed to 
trees, with backs turned to prevailing winds. 
Piaces should also be provided where birds can 
p;ot water to drink. 


Together with our birds, our other dumb an- 


imal friends should 'be rememibered in these 
days of cold and snow. The homeless dog and 
cats, the cattle left to roam without shelter day 
or .night and with only such feed as can be 
found under the snow, and ail neglected life 
within our reach should be the object of human 
pity.
